Proposars for amending the Ten CoOMMAND- 
MENTS. 


HAT thefe Commandments were original- 
ly given tothe Jews, is beyond all dilpute ; 
and as their great law-giver himfelf declared, and 
their whole hiftory confirms, that they were a //f- 
necked perverfe generation ; {o it is more than pro- 
bable that thefe Commandments were folely in- 
tended to correét the mifunderitandings, reftrain 
the exceffes, and regulate the conduct of that fub- 
born, wrong-beaded people, who had not reafon, 
nor learning, nor politenefs enough to regulate 
their own moral behaviour ; but are no more bind- 
ing to a jfenfible, learned, yuft, righteous, polite, 
free-thiuking people, than the laws concerning cir- 
cumcifion and facrifices. And as the happy inha- 
bitants of this country have long ago got rid of 
all the faperftitious fuppofitions of Chriftian prieft- 
craft, itis a fhame and reproach to them to be 
fill in bondage to Jewifh ordinances ; efpecially 
if it can be made appear that they are an intolera- 
ble impofition upon a free people, without having 
the leait mora! or natural aptitude to promote the 
welfare of our civil fociety, and temporal good 
and benefit of mankind, which are now generally 
acknowledged to be the great end and foundation 
of all civil, moral and religious inftitutions. 

Paffing by the firft four, the Fifth Command- 
ment feems unneceflary, and was plainly calculated 
for the Jews, to ferve fome political purpofes, 2s 
appears plainly from the promife of length of 
days, or Jong enjoyment of their new poffeffions. 
Whereas among vs it is generally a rule, the chil- 
dren of courfe will honour their parents, if they 
think they deferve it; that is, if they lay no re- 
firaints upon them, nor teaze their tender ears 
with difagreable lectures about religion, tempe- 
rance, fobernels and chaltity. Such parents will 
be fure to be honoured by fuch children ; but thofe 
that act otherwife are not like to receive much ho- 
nour from their children in this polite, well-bred 
generation, though there were ten thoufand com- 
mandments to enjoin it. 

It has been fufpefted by fome very fagacious 
critics, that the negative particle (not) has by 
negligence of defign been inferted into each of 
them, no dire&t proof has been yet made of the 
fraud. ‘The fir hint that was publicly given of 
this kind was in the reign of King Charles the 
Fir, fome bold Printer had the courage to leave 
out the fufpicious particle only in one of the Com- 
mandments, to feel the pulfe of the people, and 
fee whether they were ripe for further difcoveries, 
and athorough reformation ; and accordingly ina 
new edition of the Liturgy, the Seventh Com- 
mandment was printed thus: Thou fbalt commit 
adultery. But as the poor devil happened to live 
in the evil days of bigotry and fuperitition, under 





a grave formal Prince, and an old, four, morofe 
Archbifhop, who had no more tafte of gallantry 
than criticifm, he ws feverely fwinged, and the 
| whole impreffion called in, to the great difcourage- 
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ment of all attempts of that kind for the future, 
Though many of the polite people feemed {0 well 
fatished with the new reading, that they thought 
it an excellent emendation, and directed their con- 
du& accordingly. 

However, if the wifdom of our fuperiors thall 
think fit to contiaue thofe faid obfolete Statutes or 
Commandments ftill in force, till fauch difcoveries 
thall be happily made, I beg leave to offer the fol. 
lowing propofals, viz. 

Whereas a certain immemorial, fuperftitious 
practice has prevailed in this country, for certain 
old women of borh fexes, fuch as Grandmothers, 
Nurfes, Maiden Aunts, School-dames, and Par. 
fons, to teach and inftrac&t the children even of 
preteftant parents in certain antient Jewith Laws, 
commonly called The Ten Commandments; which 
faid fuperititious practice, notwithitanding the ma- 
ny attempts which from time to time have been 
made by certain judicious and well-meaning per- 
fons towards a thorough reformation, ftil! iubfids 
among us, in defiance of al] the nateral and re. 
ligious rights and privileges of a free protettan 
people ; it has been long thought by ail true lo- 
vers of liberty, to be almoft an infupportable bur- 
den, who therefore with and hope to be relieved 
from it by a proper authority. But whereas the 
faid Jewith Laws and precepts have been by the 
ignorance and fuperitition of our forefathers un- 
happily incorporated in the laws of our country, 
and made a part of our legal conftitution, and 
cannot without the appearance of ditliculty and 
danger be entirely repealed ; it is therefore thought 
proper fo to limit and explain their meaning and 
obligation, asin a great meafure to prevent the 
f-veral hardthips and inconveniencies arifing from 
the miftaken notions and prejudices about them.
